By Student Vote 


The six-dollar increase in the 
Student Activities Tax, recom- 
mended by the Athletic Council, 
was approved by 562 of the stu- 
dent body as opposed to 395 in the 
balloting conducted by the Student 
Senate Tuesday and Wednesday of 
last week (March 18 and 19). 

The counting of the ballots was 
delayed somewhat by the unco- 
operative attitude of several of the 
fraternity and sorority Senate 
members toward the turning in of 
their ballots at the designated 
time to Dr. Itter’s office in the His- 
tory Department, at Quinn Hall,

Nazi Turbo Jet 


German Turbo-Jet 

One of the latest bits of mystic 
mechanisms added to the Engineer- 
ing Department is a German Jumo 
004 Turbo-jet. The jet, which lies 
in the basement of Bliss Hall, was 
removed from a German plane af- 
ter it had been shot down over 
Europe. Proof of its war service is 
the quantity of flak and shrapnel 


lodged in Its body. 

Because Bliss Hall lacks a test 
cell, the turbo-jet, which has been 
loaned to the school for a period 
of one year by the Army Air 
Force, will not be run. Instead, it 
will be mounted on a special test 
base and turned by means of a 

ynamometer, Tests will then be 
taken of the pressures and temper- 
atures developed. Other pertinent 
information will also be gathered 
without actually firing the charge. 

The class in M. E. 27 will rip 
the jet apart and examine it, and 
then each man will write a detalled 
report on it. The best parts of each 
man’s report will be taken for 
inclusion into one complete report 
which will be sent to Washington 
for further study. 

The mechanism is shaped like 
a bullet with a blunt, hollow nose 
and a movable cone in the tail 
section to regulate the velocity of 
air that leaves the jet. The jet 
works on the simple principle of 
forcing the air which has been 
taken in through the nose, into a 
combustion chamber and mixing it 
with fuel. This mixture is ignited, 
and the escaping gases passing 
through the turbine are ejected at 
the rear with such force that It 
pushes the plane forward.
